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REORGANIZATION 
OF PROTECTIVE 

SSOCIATION 
BY MANAGERS 


Probable Demand by White 
Rats Actors’ Officials 


That All Theatrical Managers 
Establish Union Shop 


Asserted Cause for Rehabilita- 
tion by Magnates 


New York, Feb. 28.—Any lingering 
doubt that vaudeville managers are 
keenly alive to their probable offen- 
sive and defensive needs should the 
White Rats Actors’ Union follow their 
evident inclination to enforce a “closed 
shop” were dispelled by the reor- 
ganization Friday last of the Vaude- 
ville Managers’ Protective Association. 

At a meeting of the latter, called 
by Edward F. Albee and held in the 
office of Maurice Goodman, attorney 
for the United Booking Offices, on the 
day referred to, practically all the in- 
fluential vaudeville interests were 
represented. Discussion was limited 
to the demands of the White Rats, at 
the conclusion of which a committee 
composed of William Fox, Marcus 
Loew, Sam Scribner, Edward F. Al- 
bee, B. S. Moss, Martin Beck and John 
Ringling were selected to formulate 
Plans to resist them. A statement 
from this committee asserts that those 
in the meeting were thoroughly united 
in their view of the situation and it 
was unanimously determined that 
should the union persist in forcing 
their demands to a decisive issue a 
lockout would be ordered and no per- 
former holding membership in the 
White Rats’ organization would be 
booked at any of the recognized 
vaudeville theaters in this country. 
The committee further declares that 
the possibility of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor or other bodies align- 
ing themselves with the actors’ union 
is not viewed with alarm by the 
Vaudeville Managers’ Protective As- 
sociation, all of their members agree- 
ing that the “closed shop” is impos- 
sible of accomplishment and to sub- 
mit to it in any form would mean 
nothing less than the virtual conver- 
sion of their business interest to the 
hands of the actors’ representatives in 
the union. 

That the action of the vaudeville 
managers in resuscitating their pro- 
tective association is without a sound 
foundation is denied, since it is 
claimed that officials of the White 
Rats have in preparation union agree- 
ments to be tendered to theatrical 
managers, film companies, vaudeville, 
musical, dramatic, operatic and cir- 
cus managements throughout the

Motion Picture Comedian Re- 
ceived $150,000 Bonus 


Salary for Services To Be 
$10,000 Per Week 


Will Begin Work At Once in 
Two-Reel Comedies 


New York, Feb. 28.—The elusive 
Charles Chaplin, screen comedian, has 
been brought to anchor at last for at 
least a period of twelve months. A 
final conference between Chaplin and 
John R. Freuler, president of the Mu- 
tual Film Corporation, held Satur- 
day night, resulted in the signing by 
the former of a contract with the Mu- 
tual on the basis of a bonus of $150,- 
000 and a salary of $10,000 per week. 
Three minutes after the execution of 
the agreement President Freuler 
handed Chaplin a check for the 
amount of the bonus. 

Chaplin is to be placed at the head 
of his own company, which Mutual 
will begin to select at once, and his 
brother Syd Chaplin will be one of 
its members. It is said that Charlie 
will prepare for work immediately 
and that one two-reel comedy will be

REPRESENTED 
IN WHITE RAT 
NOMINATIONS 


Placing of Fitzpatrick and 
Cronin on Ticket for 


International President and 
Vice-President Respectively 


Evidence That Clique is no 
Longer in Supreme Control 


New York, Feb. 27.—The White 
Rats’ election is on. With two oppos- 
ing factions represented in the nomi- 
nations for international president 
and international vice-president, and 
more than fifty members nominated 
for the directorate, a bitter fight is 
sure to be waged during the thirty 
days preceding March 31 that the 
election is in progress. The official 
ballots are now in the mail on their 
way to the individual members scat- 
tered throughout the country, to be 
voted before midnight of March 31. 


The fight for the head of the ticket, 
which is also for the head of the order, 
to succeed Frank J. Fogarty, is be- 
tween James W. Fitzpatrick, an anti- 
Mountford man, and Edward Es- 
monde, a member of the original board 
of directors, and decidedly pro-Mount- 
ford in his policies. 

For the vice-presidency Tim Cronin 
has been nominated by the anti- 
Mountford faction to oppose Edward 
(Eddie) Clarke. 

Harry Mountford has no opposition 
for the office of international executive 
and secretary-treasurer, conceded to 
be the most important office of the 
entire list, so that his election will be 
unanimous. 

Esmonde was nominated some days 
ago by Fred Niblo and June McCree, 
and, until late last (Saturday) night, 
it was 
have no opposition for the head of 
the ticket. At the eleventh hour, how- 
ever, the opposition faction nominated 
Fitzpatrick and Cronin, with the re- 
sult that the election will not be the 
walkaway for the Mountford clan that 
had been anticipated. 

‘The nominating of an opposition 
slate is evidence that the clique no 
longer is in supreme control of affairs 
within the White Rats’ organization, 
and is proof that the members are be- 
ginning to awaken to a realization of 
conditions as they actually exist.

As long as Mary Pickford continues to develop artistically with such 
strides as in her latest portrayal, Poor Little Peppina, it is idle for any one to 
predict the slightest check to her remarkable vogue. 


Never has this winsome personality contributed so truly artistic and so 
accurate a portraiture of Neapolitan character. It is all very well to belittle 
Miss Pickford’s performance on the screen, but where in all the world may 
one enjoy such consummate artistry? The writer is not informed as to 
whether the audience on Monday was partly complimentary, but it is certain 
that the Broadway Theater was kept at capacity from floor to ceiling from 
two o'clock to five. 


The truth is that Little Mary has surpassed all her previous work, and one 
may only conjecture as to what measure of financial success would be meted 
out to this little woman if she would elect to demand regular theater prices. 
Probably greater box office results are attained in one week at the Broadway 
Theater than would be the case at high prices. The writer is informed that 
the gross receipts for three days commencing with Sunday was over $5,000.00. 


It wouM be unjust to fail in recognition of the almost flawless picturiza- 
tion by Sidney Olcott, one of the very first producers of picture plays to achieve 
accuracy of mise en scene. 

It was the same Sidney Olcott who undertook the herculean task of pic- 
turizing the life of the Savior. Unfortunately the year of hardships he spent 
in the Holy Land were practically in vain. Olcott, however, is due to cover 
himself with glory for the countless artistic touches in Poor Little Peppina. 


At least half of the dramatis personae was allotted to Italian players, and 
no such fidelity to Ivalian dramatic standards has been witnessed on stage or 
screen since the halcyon days of the Majeronis and the Novellis. One hears 
much about “art directing.” It would be interesting to know whether Sidney 
Olcott was assisted in this respect. 


THEATRICAL PROSPERITY UNDIMINISHED 


The mistaken idea still continues to obtain on the theatrical rialto that 
show business is having merely a temporary boom. The majority of producers 
are impressed with the notion that money is plentiful, but that this is wholly 
due to the unusual conditions which pour untold wealth into America’s mar- 
kets. 

Not one man in ten, however, is awakened to the extraordinary transi- 
tion in the amusement world. Few there are who grasp that for twelve months 
now the increase of theatergoers has more than doubled, and right here let 
it be said that the cut-rate theater ticket is now enticing from 20,000 to 25,000 
persons into the legitimate playhouses each week. 


This public represents only virgin playgoers attracted by the lure of 
coupon seats at on an average of about sixty-five cents each. It is a fair 
statement that two-thirds of the first-class theaters are now paying their rent 
and their advertising expenses through receipts at the bargain counter. There 
is no more interesting sight to gaze upon these days than the maze of ticket 
offices at 43d street and Broadway. Everything is conducted openly, the prices 
are printed to a fraction. Hundreds of seats are sold every day for the best 
plays at as low a price as forty cents each. No one can pay more than a dol- 
lar, which means half price and no premiums. 


A year ago Joe Leblang started his invasion of the theaters on a larger 
scale than heretofore. This man's business today is astounding theatrical 
men, who regard him as an evil influence; but the truth is that Leblang ts 
responsible for a condition which is slowly but surely changing the map of 
theaterdom. 

In the first place Leblang operates strictly on the level, selling seats ac- 
cording to the public demand, and never exacting more than half price fora 
ticket. There is nothing to indicate that over ten per cent of the total sales 
could be effected at regular box office prices. What is more important is the 
evidence that not only are the great majority of the cut rate ticket patrons fas- 
cinated by the lure of getting something for nothing, but thousands of men 
and women have been attracted away from the motion picture shows, the 
prices being so low that a large percentage of these new playgoers are losing 
the photoplay habit. 

As the writer views the unique theatrical situation the belief increases 
that the next great theatrical movement will be an onrush of theaters of enor- 
mous seating capacity in the neighborhood playhouses. No new building era 
need be feared, however, for just so sure as the evolution of increasing thea- 
tergoers continues, with the prices of admission necessarily striking a balance 
between spoken and picture plays, the day may be very near when those who 
control the neighborhood theaters will revert a fair share of the more than 
100 above 59th street to the spoken play. 

The wise showman has his ear to the ground. Nothing is surer than that 
the picture theater owner of today, already finding his position almost unten- 
able, will realize that the photoplay craze has created a nation of new play- 
goers, and that ninety per cent of mankind which worshiped the motion pic- 
ture screen is now dividing its attendance between stage and screen alike;

DEFEAT 


Is Sought For New Bills 
Serious Handicap Will Fall Jp- 


on Musicians and Music 
Houses if Measures 
Pass Congress 


New York, Feb. 26.—A vigorous campaign 
is being waged by Meyer Davis, Philadelphia 
pubiisher, on behalf of publishers and musiciaus 
throughout the country, against House Bill 7624 
and Senate Bill 3342, in the National Congress, 
the passage of which, it is pointed out, would 
seriously affect the now pleasant relations be- 
tween the musicians and their employers, and 
the Musicians’ Federation and its members. Mr. 
Davis, ou bebalf of the musicians, is sending out 
to theater managers and musicians throughout 
the United States, a letter in the endeavor to 
promote a propaganda for the defeat of these 
measures. 

The purpose of these bills is to bring about 
legislation that will mean that every public in- 
stitution operated for gain, though no direct 
pecuniary charge or admission fee is charged 
for entry, shall pay a stated sum to the Com- 
posers, Authors and Publishers’ Copyright So- 
clety for the privilege of having their orchestra 
and entertainers play and sing music, the copy- 
right, ownership of which is vested in the mem- 
bership of the society. No charge, however, 
will be made for performances given exclusively 
for religious, charitsble or educational pur- 
poses. 

The passage vf this legislation would mean 
that every hotel, cafe, theater and amusement 
park would be assessed sums in various amounts, 
depending upon the size of their respective es- 
tablishments. They, in a body, have declared 
against the payment of any royalties whatso- 
ever that may be assessd against them. 

It is hoped to arouse such a storm of protest 
throughout the country that the proposed bills 
will meet an untimely death in committee, and 
to this end musicians are urged to waite to their 
Congressmen and Senators, urging the defeat of 
the measure. because it will have a tendency 
to reduce their means of livelihoed.

I accom 
panied him from Douglas to Wheatland, and 
shall always cherish in my memory the good 
visit I had with him in 1914 during the week 
of the Old Timers’ Reunion—and the Sunday 
session in Tom Hunton'’s office at Wheatland.

W. J. Nelson, of Nelson’s Wild West, Dog and 
Pony Show, returned to his winter quarters in.

West. While on the trip be purchased a large 
tract of land north of Scott City, Kan., where 
be intends to establish winter quarters next 
year. He says he will take his show out aboat 
April 10. 

“I bave read the stories about cowboys havi 
easier work with shows than on the range, @ 
also as to how they are taken care of ip the 
eating line. I think it would not be out of 
place here to remark that one has often heard 
cowboys kick on a show, when some of the can 
yasmen, property men, or others not originally 
engaged to work in the arena as performers are 
allowed to dress up in cowboy clothes and gradu- 
ally work in the arena, first doing ope cow- 


bey stunt and then another, until in the 
course of a season or two they be 
come a ‘cowboy.’ On the other hand did 


any of the cowboys (those who have done this} 
ever stop to think that probably they were in 
fringing on the territory of canvasmen, property 
men, hostlers and others when, besides doing 
their duties as arena performers that they or- 
iginally hired out to do, they put up seats, side 
walls and canopy, fed and cleaned stock, helped 
load the train, etc.? 1 think cowboys in gen- 
eral, when they engage with a show, consider 
themselves performers. If they do all the other 
work around the trick, that is their own fault or 
privilege, whichever they consider it. Certain 
ly that kind of work is harder than on the 
range. A cowboy on the range is engaged to 
do a certain line of work; he knows what his 
duties are, does them, and any time he gets 
tired of his work he can get his time. His meals 
are good. If a carpenter or plumber comes along 
and wants a job on the ranch he gete a job—do 
ing either carpentry or plumbing, if there is 
any such work to be done, but as for engaging: 
him to do the work of the cowboy it would not 
even be considered by the boss of the ranch, 
and if one so far forgot himself as to hire ap 
outsider the hands would make taemselves heard, 
You can judge for yourselves how the range 
code of business compares with that of show 
business. I have played both bets, been with 
some shows that were all they claimed to be 
when I hired out, and others that were anything 
but what they claimed. But a real cow outfit 
is the same the West over—your work is 

if you are able to do it, you can stay as jong 
as you like, and the food will always be up to 
the standard. Remember, I said on a real cow 
outfit. There are, however, imitation cow outfite 
located in the West just the same as there are 
imitation cowboys and Wild West shows. 5 
have never been ‘through the mill,’ as 1 am not 
a factory hand. Hoping you will print this, as 
1 would like to hear what the hands interested 
have to say.",—R. Davis, Deming, N. M.

Elmer J. Walters, who 
stood at the helm so successfully last season, 
has decided to withdraw from the management 
because of the uncertainty which surrounds the 
future operation of the park, and haa been re- 
leased from hig contract, which covered a 
period of two seasens. 

According to stat@¢ments given out, the future 
of Ontario Beach Park will be determined by 
developments. With the amusement grounds 
ineide the city limits, by the annexation of the 
suburb containing the park, it is admitted that 
activities at the amusement resort will be cur- 
tailed considerably—possibly to such an extent 
that to operate will mean a loss to the company. 


Despite this it is the Intention of Henry J. 
Marks, vice-president of the Traders’ National 
Bank, which controls the property, to open the 
park at the usual time and let actual conditions 
do the rest. The owners are willing to submit 
to the abolishment of several attractions on 
Sunday, and one or two at all times. Any-

APPROPRIATION LAW 
INVITES TEST CASE 


Fairs of Keystone State Will 
Watch With Interest Result 
of Test in York County— 
Meeting in Philadelphia 


Philadelphia, Feb. 25.—The annual meeting of 
the Pennsylvania State Association of County 
Fairs was held here last week, and many im- 
portant topics came up for discussion and de- 
cision. A resolution offered by Abner Deysher, 
of the Reading Fair, was adopted. It calls for 
an additional assessment from each fair, to be 
used in testing the law relative to a State 
appropriation allowing each fair $2,000, and not 
ver $4,000 for any one county. In some cases 
the County Commissioners have paid $4,000, it 
is said, where there are two fairs in one county, 
and in other counties the commissioners have 
refused to pay more than $2,000. A test case 
will likely be made in York County, where 
there are six fairs held each year, and the re- 
sult of this case will decide the standing of 
the remaining ones. All State appropriations 
are exclusive of amounts paid for the trotting, 
pacing and running races. 

Presiding at the meeting were Walter R. 
Buckman, newly elected secretary of the Phila- 
delphia County Fair, as vice-president, with J. 
F. Seldomridge, of Lancaster, as secretary. The 
nomination of officers resulted in the following 
being elected, to be voted for at the annual 


election to be held at Harrisburg March 14: 
William G. Murdock, president; Walter R. 
Buckman, vice-president, against S. W. Mont- 


gomery ; J. F. Seldomridzge, secretary and treas- 
urer, and an executive committee of five.

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INCE’S BIG PICTURE 


dous Spectacle - Drama Com- 
aan After Months of Work— 
Looked Upon as Masterpiece 
of Noted Director 


New York, Feb, 26.—What undoubtedly will 
be regarded as one of the most important and 
significant announcements ever made in the his- 
tory of the motion picture Industry emanated 
from Inceville this week in the nature of a 
statement from Thomas H. Ince to the effect 
that the massive multiple-reel feature which 
has been in course of production for nearly ten 
months is virtually completed and will soon 
be ready for public showing. 

The veil of secrecy, which, since June, 1915, 
has enshrouded the making of this stupendous 
spectacle-drama, was lifted when the noted pro- 
ducer of ‘Triangle-Kay-Bee plays agreed to 
abandon his reticence and let the world be in- 
formed concerning the production. Now that 
he is satisfied the subject has surpassed his 
original expectations, he declares, he is confi- 
dent of its success, 

While it still remains to be entitled the pro- 
duction Is now, and since its commencement has 
been, alluded to in West Coast photoplay circles 
as ‘“‘Ince’s big picture.’ The producer, however, 
at present is devoting considerable time to the 
selection of a title, which, it is understood, will 
be announced ia the course of another fortnight. 

Although Ince and bis chief author, C, Gard- 
ner Sullivan, for months previous had been ma- 
turing in their minds the basic theme of the 
story, actual work on its production was begun 
June 6, 1915. From that day until the 5th of 
January, 1916, the task of photographing the 
some 600 scenes continued. Then the film, in 
its entirety, was turned over to the cutters, 
who, under Ince’s personal supervision, are now 
rapidly completing their work, 

Through what medium the production will find 
its way to the screens of the country is a matter 
that has not as yet been definitely determined. 

An idea of the magnitude of the production 
may be gained from the fact that more than 
121.000 feet of film were exposed in the making 
of it. This footage, of course, represents re- 
takes, added scenes and waste. The length at 
which jt will be shown, however, will be be- 
tween 9.000 and 12,000 feet. 

The plot about which the story revolves still 
remains unannounced, although modern warfare 
—its horrors and Its utter uselessnesse—is ad- 
mittedly its underlying note. It is an original 
work of C. Gardner Sullivan, the prolific and 
forceful Ince writer. 

The cast which will be seen in the production 
embraces players who, with one exception, have 
been under the Ince direction throughout their 
respective motion picture careers. The big 
role was played by Herschel Mayall, the well- 
known leading man of the speaking stage, who 
has been appearing in Ince productions for the 
past four years. Mayall, it is claimed, has

SEIZE STOLEN FILMS 


Mutual Corporation After Pirates Who 
Lease Their Stock and Then En- 
deavor To Sell to Third Parties 


New York, Feb. 26.—The Mutua! Film Corpo- 
ration bas selsed 125,000 feet of its films found 
in an “‘exchange’’ operated at Extinburg, Va., 
a emall center in Shenandoah County. This is 
the second big seizare to be made by the Mutual 
Film Corporation in the pursult of films which 
bave various\y strayed from the storage vaults 
of its sixty-eight exchanges. The Virginia seiz- 
ure, a step in a civil action inatituted in the 
courte of Shenandoah County, ie a further step 
in pursuit of the announced policy of the Mutual 
to take out of circulation all of ite f lms which 
had strayed into the hands of irregular ex- 
changes, peddlers and “film pirates." The 
films discovered in Virginia were uncovered 
as a result of the efforts of a group of men 
to sell a stock of films made up largely of 
Mutual releases. B. C. Cunningham, manager 
of the Washington (D. C.) Motual branch, 
operating under an assumed name, arranged 
to be approached by three men. Cunningham 
went over Into Virginia to look the Gime over 
before agreeing to a ‘‘purchase."” He was shown 


the stock and assured himself that it contained 
the property of the Mutual. Thousands upon 
thousands of feet were submitted for his im 
spection. 


The next step was a conference by wire with 
the legal department of the Mutual’s home of- 
fice in New York, which resulted in instrue- 
tions to the Mutual attorneys in Woodstock, 
Va., to take charge of the case and to institute 
euch action as the circumstances seemed to 
warrant. Through these attorneys the Mutual 
Film Corporation has brougitt a suit “in de- 
tinue’’ in the Cireuit Court of Shenandoah 
County, Va., alleging damages and demanding 
delivery of ite films. In a report of the in- 
ventory Just received by the Mutuai’s legal de- 
partment in New York one hundred and twenty- 
five releases of various dates were found in the 
Edinburg stock. About half that number of 
the reteases of the General and Universal con- 
cerns were found, but not listed in the inventory, 
as the action In the Shenandoah County Court 
extends only to the Mutual films tnvolved. 


“Thie sort of happening may be expected 
from time to time until every foot of missing 
Mutual Film is accounted for to wus,” said 
John ©. Graham, assistant to the president of 
the Mutual.

It is demonstrated that it is due to misconduct on the part of the managers of the 
railroads; that it is due to over-capitalization, to juggling with the revenues, to depre- 
dation upon the interests that promote prosperity,’’ 
railroads have checked every movement for regeneration by a demand for a heavier 
burden through transportation charges upon the depleted energies of the American people. 
They say, “We must have increased wages. 
We need it in our business.’

we owe to the nickel and dime theaters. 

Undoubtedly the present theatrical season 
would have been a good one in any event. But 
it would be well for the inactive producers of 
plays to comprehend that the vital influence has 
Lot been due to the war in Europe. The great 
prosperity is not temporary; in fact, prosperity 
hes just begun. The one point is to grasp that 
all the world, having become acquainted with 
picture plays at cheap prices, bas at last been 


attracted into the spoken playhouse, and by 
a happy combination of low prices become ac- 
quainted with the actor in the flesh. The great 
fortunes in filmdom have all been made, and 


every day from now on the going will be harder 
and the cost of producing picture plays greater. 

Had the motion picture men been enabled to 
resist the onrush of famous actors into their 
own realm, had they foreseen the insane epi- 
demic of salaries mounting from $100.00 a week 
to more than $100,000.00 a year, the legitimate 
theater would have never had anything in com- 
non with the picture houses to this day. 

Now we see every night new converts for the 
spoken play, and for the ever-increasing vaude- 
ville theaters as well. The great pioneers, such 
as Pathe Freres, the Biograph and others, who 
were forced most reluctantly to exploit the 
picture actors who might yet be unknown by 
name to the public, have seen the stars of pic- 
tureland demand and receive more money than 
Patti, Booth, Irving or Mary Anderson. Cer- 
toinly the pablic can not be expected to longer 
see a Pickford or a Chaplin at bed rock prices. 

Surely the film producer is not deluded with 
the idea that any greater portion of the public 
is now paying high prices to see picture plays. 
The percentage is still about the same as it was 
in the days before the star craze, save that the 
twenty-five-cent theater with enormous seating 
capacity has become an institution. 

Even such an attraction as Mary Pickford is 
presented at twenty-five cents high, and on 
Broadway at that. Probably there may yet be a 
change such as a revival of the star system 
with exclusive playhouses for the film stars. 

But the people's theater, with capacity from 
1.50 to 2.4%). presenting spoken plays at a 
dollar high, is on the borizon right now.

country, and in all of these the managers are 
prohibited from employing other than union 
actors and actresses in their institutions. Added 
to this and the demand for an ‘‘equitable’’ con- 
tract are a number of clanses which the mag- 
nates can hardly fail to find objectionable to 
them. One of the reasons advanced by White 
Rat executives as justifying the execution of 
the agreements they pu.pose to offer to the 
associated vaudeville owners is that the inaugur- 
ation of the ‘‘closed shop"’ will place the former 
in 8 position to compel performers to fully 
carry out their contracts with producers and to 
discipline any who fall to do so. Replying to 
this the managers assert their ability to look 
after their own affairs along these lines, be- 
Ueving they have in their own hands effectual 
means to control situations of these characters. 

It appears that the original idea of those in 
control of White Rat affairs was to demand a 
“closed shop’’ only with reference to vaudeville 
bookings. Now, however, it is alleged they 
have determined to endeavor to force the ‘‘shop’’ 
principle upon every theater as well as upon all 
picture manufacturing companies, circuses snd 
opera and traveling theatrical or entertainment 
organizations, All actors’ associations have 
been invited to join them in their effort. 

If the report is to be accepted, the Actors’ 
Equity Association, composed of many of the 
most prominent personages on the legitimate 
stage, are to vote March 10 on the question 
whether they shall reinforce the movement to 
be launched by the White Rats to restrict em- 
ployment by theatrical managers to those affili- 
ated with them. 

The new constitution recently adopted by the 
White Rats is said to contain several sections 
of drastic nature which bear directly opon the 
matter of the “‘jJuriadiction’’ of that hedy over 
the performer and his business relations with 
employers and others with whom he comes into 
contact in the practice of his profession.
